Dr. Emory W. Hunt, president 
of 


Denison University, in an address be- 
fore the Evangelical Alliance of Cin- 
cinnati, said that 
ministers 
repre- 


senting the Columbus pastors' organ- 
ization had suppressed the report of 
an investigation into the social and 
kindred evils in the city of Colum- 
bus. 


The committee in question learned 


the names of owners of houses 
in 


which resorts were operated in Col- 
umbus, as well as the names of the 
operators, but, according to Dr. Hunt, 
the report was not delivered. 


The statement was made at a meet- 


ing of the alliance at which it 
was 


planned to make a sweeping investi- 
gation of the social evil there, 
in- 


cluding the white slave question, the 
city's amusements, including 
dance 


halls and pool rooms, and the work- 
ing conditions in stores and factor- 
ies. 


The names of three ministers com- 


posing the committee which will per- 
sonally visit the places to be investi- 
gated were not announced publicly. 
The committee will 
report at 
the 


January meeting.
